At the recent hearings at the state 
house in Massachusetts upon the milk 
standard, Ex-Attorney General Herbert 
Parker, counsel for those who seek 
to have the present arbitrary law 
modified or abolished, had Dr. Thomas 
Morgan Rotch, the specialist on in- 
fants and children, give his views upon 
the present law. What Dr. Rotch said 
so well voices the feelings of those who 
protest against the present standard, 
that he was further interviewed by a 
Globe reporter on this matter. 

Dr. Roteh said: ‘‘Our present law, 
which has been in force for some time, 
recognizes as the standard a certain 
amount of solids in a cow’s milk and 
a certain percentage of fats. For the 
purpose of our argument it is not 
necessary to go into those figures very 
fully, but the standard ealls for some- 
thing like 4 per cent of fat, and in 
the summer months it may run be- 
tween 314 and 4 per cent. In other 
words. there must be a certain percent- 


. age of fats in the milk or according 


to law it is not salable. 

‘*The total amount of solids must 
run up to something lige 13 per cent, 
although that amount also varies some- 
what, I believe. If those standards 
are not met the law will not permit a 
farmer or dealer to sell the milk, and 
the law takes it for granted that milk 
below that standard is adulterated. 

‘‘Those pereentages were taken, I 
understand, from the milk of certain 
cows. In the milk of jersey cows the 
fat percentage is somewhat higher; 
other cows give milk the fat percent- 
age of which is up to the requirements 
of the standard and is allowed to be 
sold unless adulterated. 

‘‘Now under the present law here 
is. what Apart 
breeds referred to there are others cows 
whose milk, while good and nourishing, 
nevertheless fails to reach the standard 
of fats and solids as established by the 
law and therefore cannot be sold. The

‘¢The reason fur this is that the 





emulsion of fats in the holstein milk 
is mueh nearer in fineness to the emul- 
sion in human milk than is that of any 
other breeds. The fat in the holstein 
milk also contains a less amount of the 
objectionable volatile glycerides so 
pronounced in the fats of Jersey cows, 
and in this way corresponds more close- 
ly to the quality of human milk. 
‘‘Owners of Holsteins, however, can- 
not sell their milk; the dealers are 
afraid of being caught with milk not 


,up to the legal standard in their pos- 


session. They know the milk is pure 
and absolutely unadulterated, but they 
have to refuse to handle it or run the 
chance of being arrested for selling 
adulterated milk. 

‘*Therefore I claim the law of the 
state in relation to milk is arbitrary, 
and elass legislation, as it bars the 
pure milk of certain breeds of cows in 
preference to that of others. It is also 
class legislation in that it bars certain 
classes of infants and children from 
obtaining this pure but weaker quality 
of milk, which is as necessary to them 
as the stronger milk is to others, 

‘*Under our present law, it is possi- 
ble for the farmer to take the milk of 
jersey cows, in which the fats and 
solids run slightly above the standard 
requirement. and water it down to the 
legal standard. Yet because the per- 
centage of fats and solids is within the 
legal requirement it ean be sold as pure 
milk. 

‘As a physician dealing with in- 
fants, I have many instanees coming 
to my notice of cases where the weaker 
milk of the holstein cow is the only 
quality the stomach of the infant will 
retain. The milk is pure and nourish- 
ing and many infants thrive upon it 
which could not digest the stronger 
quality given by other breeds. Yet 
the law will not permit the Holstein 
milk to be sold. 

Tells Value of Holstein Milk. 

‘*[ will tell you of one instance of 
the use of Holstein milk in infant feed 
ing that is somewhat unusual, but it 
illustrates the value of that particular 
quality of milk. A wealthy man and 
his wife placed their delieate infant 
in my care, 

‘*T used Holstein milk in this ease. 
as the stronger Jersey milk ought not 
to be fed to babies of this kind. I 
prepared a formula of modification of 
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the Holstein milk, and the baby throve 
upon it for four months. 

‘‘Then the parents wished to go 
to France and were in doubt what tuo 
do. They went by the way of the 
Mediterranean, sailing from New York 
city. I prepared a certain number of 
feedings for the baby, which they took 
with them from Boston. By wire I 
ordered from New York 200 feedings 
of the Holstein milk, prepared accord- 
ing to the same formula, and this was 
placed on the steamship for the use of 
the baby. 


‘‘The amount lasted the entire trip 
and until three days after they had 
reached their home in France. While 
they the cabled to 
England and had three Holstein cows 
sent to the home of the 
By the time the last of the 
New York milk was exhausted a new 
supply had been the 
cows imported from England and the 
child has been growing and thriving 
upon that food.

Milk Should Stand Upon Its Merits. 

‘‘The real point is to allow every 
milk to be sold when plainly marked as 
to what it is. 

‘*At the recent hearings the state 
authorities objected to this on the 
ground that they could not then detect 
if it was watered or adulterated. There 
are numbers of cases on record of hon- 
est farmers having been fined for sell- 
ing milk as adulterated, when it was 
absolutely pure and good milk, but 
not quite up to the standard in fats 
and solids. 

‘*The inspectors ask what they are 
to do when there is no sandtard, and 
point out that we want the best milk 
obtainable. Of course we do. We re- 
require the best milk we man have 
but the present standard does not al- 
ways provide this and it does bar much 
good milk from the market. 

‘‘They said that if milk is diluted 
it will lower the percentage vf solids, 
and they could not detect the adultera- 
tion in any other way. I told them 
that if milk was adulterated my chem- 
ist eould tell it by the serum test. 

‘*Beeause of this ignorance of the 
men supposed to know how to test our 
milk supply the farmers have been 
suffering all this time. If we want a 
pure milk supply all that is necessary 
is to see that the milk is from healthy 
cows and is pure and clean. 

‘“ All knowledge tends to show that 
all milk eoming fror: clean healthy 
eows should be sold for general con 
sumption. If we prefer Holstein milk, 
we should be able to buy it, and there 
would be no objection to having it 
as such. The various brands

QUALITY?’’ 

If it is a shifty sort of a thing, what 
sense is there in talking about, cross- 
ing the large, vigorous, large-producing 
cow, with one lacking these qualities. 
but producing milk of a much superior 
quality? But at Jast Mr. Hoxie’s opin- 
ion at to what constitutes superior 
milk has been extracted, extracted or 
separated is. we think, the proper word 
for we can not say it rose freely to the 
surface.

ele, entitled ‘‘Choice of Cows’ Milk,’’ 
which was published in the January 
8th issue of the H.-F. World, volume of 
1907. This review is quite remarkable 
for what it doesn’t say regarding Dr. 
Gilbert’s article. We suppose that we 
may be justified in assuming that Mr. 
Gow’s article admits the truth of the 
points in the Doctor’s article favorable 
to MHolstein-Friesian milk, which he 
does not antagonize. Among these we 
might mention the superiority of Hol- 
stein-Friesian milk for transportation 
on account of the more complete emul- 
sification of the fat, its consequent slow 
creaming and ready remiscibility. In 
these days when milk is transported 
three and four hundred miles for city 
consumption, this would seem to be a 
very important consideration.

is a new ‘‘Germ Theory’’? Dr. Koch 
please take notice. This is certainly 
interesting—bui Mr. Gow should have 
gone farther and told us a little more 
about this new-found ‘‘germ’’ We 
should have been intensely interested 
in knowing whether it is holozoie or 
hslophytic, whether—but prebably this 
informaticn will be forthcoming in a 
later article.

FAT GLOBULES IN JERSEY MILK. 


Mr. Gow devotes considerable space 
in an effort to figure out a respectable 
showing for the Jersey, in the matter 
of production, by a method of reducing 
yield of milk, solids-not-fat, ete. to a 
body-weight scale. By a similar meth- 
od, no doubt, it might be possible to 
prove that a herd of goats would be 
more productive and profitable than 
Jerseys. We hardly think, however, 
that dairymen in general are ripe to 


make that kind of a shift. Stiil, if 
Mr. Gow enjoys that kind of diversion, 
we do not see that there is any harm 
done. We are far from denying that 
this little vest-pocket edition of bo- 
Vinity, the Jersey cow, may not have 
a place and times of usefulness; but 
dairymen generally are coming to rest 
their confidence in the complete un- 
abridged Holstein-Friesian.
